Alfred R, Lyle, a prominent stook-
man of Urook county, fell dead in
Nau's pharmacy at 8ixth and Morrison
streets, in Portland, shortly after &
o'clock Iriday morolog. Death was
the result of heart disease.

Mr. Lyle was on his way to Dallas
from his home at Cross Keys, Crook
county, and had stopped in Portland
to visit relatives nnd attend the ex-

night clerk about not feeling well,
wag directed to Nau's drugstore to
secure medicine and the ald of a
physicinn. He was so {ll that it was
with difiiculvy he made his way to the
drugstore, The pharmaeist on duty
there at onee telephoned for u physi-
olan, and it was while he was at the
'phone that Mr. Lyle was fatally
stricken. Without a word he suddenly
sank to the Noor, and in two or three
minutes life was extinet. The body
was removed to Finley's undertaking
establishment and on Monday was
brought to Dallas for burial.

Mr. Lyle was born in Dallas io
1852, and resided here until the late
708, when he went to Eastern Oregon
and engagsd in cattle-raising on a
[large seale, He was known as one of
the most prominent cattlemen fn the
state, nod was perhaps the best-kKnown
man in Crook county. He represented
his district twice in the state legislature
and had received many other honors.
When the second Congressional
distriet was ecreated, Mr. Lyle was
strongly urged by his friends to enter
the race for Congressman, and it was
generally oonceded throughout the
district that he could secure the pomi-
nation and election for the asking.
He declined to enter the race, however,
and continued to devote his sttention
to his big stock ranch, He was a
single man, and is survived by a
sister, Mrs, Harrlet Veazle, of Port-
land, and a brother, Willilam Lyle,
who resides in Eastern Oregon.

The news of Mr. Lyle's death enused
much sadness In Dallas, where his
boyhood days were spent and where he
was well known,

The tuneral was held from the old
Lyle homestead, north of town,and was
largely attended. The services wers
|conducted by Dr, T. V, B. Embres, an
old-time friend of the Lyle family.
